s soon as Kinney Jones and I drove 
up to the Desert Inn Hotel in Palm 
Desert, we knew this wasn't going to 
be your average, everyday dual sport ride. 

In the hotel parking lot was the 
impressive sight of 15 big Yamaha Super 
Tenere 750cc “dual sport’ bikes perfectly 
lined up, side-by-side, and in the hotel 
lobby, about 20 French people were pack- 
ing their gearbags and strapping on their 
helmets. 

"So, ah, Kinney. Do you speak any 
French?" I asked, already knowing the 
answer. 

We were moments from departing on 
a nine-day dual sport ride hosted by 
Desert Only Travel. 

"My dual sport rides are for Europeans 
only - French people, to be exact," said 
Frenchman Eric Perrnard, the founder of 
the Palm Desert, California-based compa- 
ny. "What we do is give motorcycle 
enthusiasts from France a unique way of 
seeing some of the more scenic and 
famous parts of America, like the Grand 
Canyon, on motorycles." 


Perrnard opened his business in the , 


mid-'80s, offering two-week, off-road 
vacation packages in southern California 
and Baja, Mexico. At that time, Husqvarna 
supplied Perrnard with bikes, but he was 
seriously restricted as where he could ride 
using off-road-only dirt bikes, so he even- 
tually switched to dual sport bikes and 
now his options are practically endless. 
He eventually worked out a deal with 
Yamaha France, the French Yamaha 
importer, to supply his business with 
bikes and chase vehicles. Now, Perrnard 
is busy working full-time organizing 
numerous dual sport rides a year, his 
most popular the Yamaha American Raid 
'92 Super Tenere West Tour, the one we 
were about to participate in. 

Just as impressive as the large fleet of 
shiny Super Teneres lined up out back, 
were Perrnard's chase vehicles, a super 
clean 4x4 diesel-powered pickup and a 
box van, with matching blue and white 
paint schemes identical to that of the 
European Sonauto Yamaha off-road rac- 
ing team colors. Seriously sano. 

The ride was scheduled to leave Palm 
Desert at 9:00 a.m. Tuesday, and after vis- 
iting six states, would end nine days and 
nearly 1600 miles later in neighboring 
Palm Springs. The huge loop routed the 
riders to many interesting spots along the 
way, such as the Grand Canyon, Canyon 
De Chelly, the Four Corners. area, 
Monument Valley, Zion National Park 
and Las Vegas. 

Unfortunately, due to other obliga- 
tions, Kinney and I would only ride the 
first half of the loop, where we would peel 
off at Durango and fly home the following 
Saturday, but at least it gave us a taste 
what the Desert Only dual sport tour is all 
about, and, more importantly, gave us 
plenty of ideas for future dual sport rides. 

Our ultimate destination the first day 
was Sedona, Arizona, about a 300-mile 
ride from Palm Desert. 

We followed Interstate 10 east, across 
the California/ Arizona border and head- 
ed northeast on Highway 60. Late in the 
afternoon, we finally rolled into Prescott, a 
small but very scenic town on Highway 
89. Prescott is a perfect place to plan a 
lengthy rest stop for a large glass of iced 
tea.and a game of pool at one of the many 
dassic "Old West" ‘saloons ort Whiskey 
Row. 

"From Prescótt we followed Highway 
89-A about 25 miles to Jerome; an old cop- 
per mining town: that is literally built on 
the side of a mountain. The view from 
Jerome is nothing short of spectacular, 
and the old town has some cool shops and 
quaint cafes to visit. Across the valley, 
about 25 miles away, you can spot the 
ted-colored walls of Oak Créek Canyon. 
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(Top) For many, the Grand Canyon 
was the highlight of the tour. (Above) 
The ride covered approximately 1600 
miles. (Right) The walls of Oak Greek 
Canyon are an awesome sight. 





It was nearly sundown by the time we 
finally rolled into the town: of Sedona af 
the south end of Oak Creek Canyon and 
checked into the Canyon Portal Hotel. 
Kinney and I wondeted how anyone got 
anything done in this town; if we lived 
there, we'd probably stand around all day 
mesmerized by the awesome scenery of 
the Prescott National Forest. 

That night the group gathered for din- 
ner in one of the many restaurants in 
town. Kinney and I spent most of that 
evening with the French riders, sitting 
around with silly smiles on our faces, nod- 
ding our heads and saying, "Oui, oui," a 
lot. 

. We got up early the next morning and 
after breakfast fired up the bikes at 7:30 
a.m. We had a long ride ahead of us, as 
we would ride on mostly dirt roads to 
Flagstaff, then follow Highway 180 to the 
Grand Canyon. 

The big Yamahas were handfuls on the 
dirt roads. In a straight line, they're sur- 


prisingly stable because of the heavy 


weight, but slowing them down for the 
turns and leaning over was a different 
story. No wonder most of the route was 
pavement and that Perrnard requires a 
$1000 refundable deposit from each rider. 

"The $1000 deposit slows them down 
quite a bit," said Perrnard. 
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Less than a mile out of Sedona, we 
were motoring up a two-track dirt road 
and enjoying the spectacular scenery. The 
group quickly spread out, each rider fol- 
lowing the detailed route sheet and map 
given to them at the beginning of the ride. 
All the instructions were written in 
French, so Kinney and I tagged along with 
Eric all day. As it turned out, each rider 
rode at their own pace, hardly ever riding 
in a group of more than two people. 

"We encourage that," said Perrnard. 





"That way they aren't pressured into rid- 
ing over their heads with a faster rider. 
We have more mishaps when everyone 
rides in groups." 

Eric, Kinney and I brought up the rear, 
as we zig-zagged through the Coconino 
National Forest on perfectly groomed 
two-track dirt roads. We crossed Interstate 
17 and would eventually dump out on 
Interstate 40 (old Route 66) and turn west 
towards Flagstaff. 


From Flagstaff, we joined Highway . 


180 and followed it to the Grand Canyon. 
At first we wound through the aspen and 
pine trees of the San Francisco Mountains, 
then dropped down to the flat terrain of 
the Coconino Plateau and eventually rode 
into the Kaibab National Forest, at the 
entrance to Grand Canyon National Park. 

It was here where the first citation was 
issued, as one of the French riders decided 
to pass a park ranger and crossed over a 
double-yellow line. 

We rode up to the Canyon's South Rim 
just as the sun was beginning to set and 
soaked in the awesome sight until dark. 
Then we headed east another 30 or so 
miles to Cameron, a rest area along 
Highway 17 that featured a small but nice 
hotel and a restaurant/tourist shop, spe- 
cializing in Indian artifacts. We were now 
in Navajo country 
There was no nightlife in Cameron, so 
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after we ate it was time to crank the hotel 
room heaters on and go to sleep. 

We were on the road by 8:00 a.m. the 
next day, and we had a long trip to 
Durango, Colorado, ahead of us, approxi- 
mately 30 miles of dirt roads and over 200 
miles of paved ones. We headed east on 
Highway 264, most of which was flat, 
long stretches of asphalt until we crossed 
the three mesas that lie in the center of the 
Hopi Indian Reservation. We detoured off 


of 264 and took a dirt road to Highway 62 
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and headed east to Chinle, at the Canyon 
De Chelly National Monument. 

The canyon features deep gorges and 
steep cliffs. The ritual was the same as the 
Grand Canyon - you ride up to the over- 
looks, park your bike and hike about 100 
yards to the ledges. Kinney and I noticed, 
however, tire tracks at the bottom of the 
canyon. We were told that you could ask 
around and pay one of the local Indians to 
take you on a ride through the canyon in a 
four-wheel vehicle. 

From there we headed into New 
Mexico on Highway 64. We rode through 
the towns of Shiprock, Farmington and 
Aztec, and then headed north on 
Highway 550 into Durango. Durango is 
famous for its clean air, cold weather, 
ideal mountain biking trails and the 
Durango & Silverton narrow gauge 
steam-powered trains. Moments after rid- 
ing into town shortly after sunset, train 
whistles could be heard echoing off the 
mountain walls. We checked into the 
Durango Lodge, located about a two- 
minute walk from the train station. There

are plenty of restaurants in Durango, as 
well as small shops and a cinema. 

The next morning we would begin a 
50-mile and chilly ride up the mountains 
to an old silver mining town called 
Silverton. The elevation here is over 9000 
feet, so we were thankful of the big 750cc 
twin-cylinder engines in the thin air. 
Riding into Silverton is like riding back in 
time. Most of the roads in the small town 
are unpaved, some of the sidewalks are 
constructed of wood, as are some of the 
buildings, including the town's old jail- 
house. Around noon, you could hear in 
the distance Durango & Silverton #481 
blowing its whistle as it rolled into town 
with car loads of tourists. The passengers 
would disembark in Silverton for a few 
hours then take the train back to Durango. 
What a great way to spend the day, I 
thought. Maybe next time. 

Kinney and I headed back to Durango 
via the "old highway," a scenic two-track 
dirt road that took us about halfway 
down the mountain before popping back 
out onto the pavement. Even though the 
dirt road was only 12 or so miles in 
length, it was one of the many highlights 
of the trip. 

Once again, we rolled back into 
Durango as the sun set behind the moun- 
tains, beating ol’ #481 by 30 minutes. For 
Kinney and I, our trip was now over, but 
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for the rest, it was just the beginning, as 
they would continue on for another five 
days. It was tough for Kinney and I to 
watch the group ride out of town without 
us the next morning. 

Despite the fact that Desert Only 
Travel only caters to French "dual 
sporters," Kinney and I discovered plenty 
of new opportunities for some spectacular 
dual sport riding. While we were some- 
what limited as what we could explore 
while riding with the tour, Kinney and I 
noticed plenty of attractive looking dirt 
roads heading off to “who knows 
where?” all along the ride. 

Afterwards, Kinney and I both agreed 
what a great vacation it would be to ride 
(or truck your dual sport motorcycle, and 
maybe even a mountain bike) to Durango 
and plan day rides out of there, which 
should include a day trading your motor- 
cycle in for a train trip to Silverton and 
back. Even if you’re the only dual sport 
enthusiast in your family, there’s plenty to 
do for the entire family in Durango while 
you're out riding. 

One way or another, there's plenty of 
trails out there in the great Southwest and 
beyond, so do some exploring and check 
'em out. CN 
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Staten unstoppable at Perris

PERRIS, CA, NOV. 7-8 
ex Staten earned a fourth term as 
Vet MX champ at the White Bros. 
World Vet MX Championships at 
Perris Raceway. 





Riders poured in from five countries 
and 19 states to take part in the two- 
day event that drew nearly 800 riders. 
So many Vet Pro class riders were on

hand that qualifying heats were 
required in order to thin the field. 

The event was sponsored by 86 
different companies, ranging from 
clothing manufacturers to accessory 
dealers. A $4300 Pro purse was up for 
grabs and over $20,000 in manufactur- 
ers' product giveaways were awarded 
to the top-finishing amateurs. 

Race Tech's Staten appeared to be 
sure of himself during the opening 
ceremonies and sáid with confidence 
that he would be the winner at the end 
of the day, a seemingly cocky state- 
ment, considering that he would be 
pitted against a talented field of riders 
that included East Coast Vet Cham- 
pion Alan Andrews, Canadian champ 
Zoli Berenyi Jr., and former Supercross 
Champion Johnny O'Mara. Those 
were just a few of the riders in the 
talent-rich lineup looking to dethrone 
Staten. : 

The top 10 riders from each of two 
qualifying heats would transfer 
directly to the main event. All remain- 
ing riders would compete in a last- 
chance qualifier, where the top four 
riders would also make the cut for the 
main event. 

The format for the Vet Pro final 
would be two 12-lap motos, with the 
lowest point earner being crowned the 
Vet World Champion. 

Brian Myerscough roosted away 
with an easy win in the first qualifier 
while O'Mara spent much of the heat 
working up from a poor start, even- 
tually finishing second aboard the only 
125cc machine in the field. Joe Wad- 
dington rode consistently for third 
followed by Berenyi and Arkansas' 
Ron Turner. 

Dave Coupe showed raw speed by 
winning the second qualifier, while 
Honda-mounted Staten appeared to be 


cruising in second. Mike Beier finished 
third, followed by Andrews and Andy 
Jefferson. 

Pete Murray came out on top of a 
three-way battle with Marc Johnson 
and John Deremo during the last 
chance qualifier, in what may have 
been the best race of all the qualifying 
events. John Dauth finished fourth 
and was the final rider to qualify for 
the Vet Pro final. 

At the start of the first championship 
moto, Myerscough blasted out front on 
his Pro Circuit-backed Yamaha and 
quickly opened a 10-second lead. 
Myerscough simply roosted away from 
the competition during the opening 
eight laps. 

Staten and Beier battled closely for 
second, while O'Mara entertained the 
crowd by passing riders at a rate of 
two per lap after starting well out of 
the top 10. 

Myerscough slowed suddenly just 
past the midpoint in the race, suffering 
from back pains, and he would even- 
tually drop back to a disappointing 
22nd place. 

Staten took over the lead, but 
O'Mara and his screaming Pro 
Circuit 125cc Honda were in third 
place, and within striking distance of 
Beier and Staten. Beier never had a 
chance. O'Mara simply made the pass 
and roosted away. With Staten in his 
sights, O'Mara picked up the pace and 
reeled in the leader. O' Mara caught the 
defending champ, then dogged him 
right up to the final lap, where he made 
his move. 

"I got stuck behind a lapped rider 
and was forced wide," said Staten. 
*O'Mara cut inside and rolled down 
the side of the jump, looking at me. 
I didn't like that." 

O'Mara made the pass, but Staten 
responded with a pass of his own by 
choosing a deeply rutted inside line to 
shove O'Mara over a berm to retake 
the lead. 

“I pointed my finger at him after 
I passed him. I wanted him to know 
I didn't like the way he passed me,”’ 
Staten said. 

After coming so far, O'Mara was not 
about to throw in the towel, and passed 
Staten for the final time in the back 
section of the course. O'Mara won the 
moto, while Staten's mood turned 
almost hostile as he crossed the line 
in second. 

Beier finished a distant third, fol- 
lowed by Coupe and Joe Waddington. 

Staten led the start of the second 
moto and began to ride in an unusual 
smooth manner, almost as if he were 
reserving his energy, while Beier and 
Waddington battled over second place. 
O'Mara was again putting on a show, 
quickly moving through the pack, and 
within three laps disposed of both 
Waddington and Beier. 

Once into second place, O'Mara 
quickly caught Staten, who responded 
by turning up the wick arid setting an 
even faster pace. O'Mara seemed 
spellbound, and was unable to advance 
any further. 

It all began to come apart for O’ Mara 
during the closing three laps of the 
race, when he started to make a number 
of mistakes. 

“My arms were gone. They were so 
numb that I couldn't even feel them," 
O'Mara said. 

O'Mara dropped back during the 
closing moments of the race and 
handed the moto and the Vet World 
Championship to Staten, who rode a 
near-perfect moto. 

Beier finished third, followed across 
the line by Coupe and Berenyi. 

Alan Olson and Gary Jones battled 
during the first 40-Plus Expert moto 
until Jones made a mistake and

dropped back to fifth. Olson cruised 
the remaining laps for an easy win. 
Jones charged back with a vengeance 
and nipped Carl Gazafy for second 
place on the final lap. 

The second moto saw Gazafy out 
front for a brief spell, before Jones blew 
by. Once out front, Jones disappeared 
for the moto and overall wins. Olson 
eventually passed Gazafy for second, 
but Jones was well out of reach. 

Jones won the moto and the overall 
victory, while Olson settled for second 
in front of Kohler, Gazafy and Gary 
Peak, who traveled thousands of miles 
from Illinois to attend the race: CN

The race marked Button’s debut as 
a Team Suzuki rider, and also served 
as one of Matiasevich’s last rides for 
Kawasaki. Matiasevich will join the 
Suzuki squad in 1993. 

The Osaka Supercross is the first of 
two major end-of-season supercrosses 
held in Japan each year and this year’s 
Osaka event drew a crowd of 35,000 
screaming Japanese supercross fans. 


The other — the Tokyo Supercross — 
will be held in late November. Both 
races attract a strong lineup of Amer- 
ican competitors for guest appearances 
in the home country of the world’s four 
major motorcycle manufacturers. 

This year, riders from Australia, 
New Zealand and Thailand joined the 
Americans and host Japanese riders. 
The event also featured a 125cc Sup- 
port race that served as the opening 
round of the FIM Pan-Pacific Super- 
cross Championship Series. The 
125cc final was won by American 
Kawasaki pilot jeff Curry, who 
enjoyed an easy win over Australian 
Peter Melton and New Zealander 
Shane King. 

Ward kicked off his final Japanese 
appearance as a motorcycle racer by 
roosting to the win in the first heat 
race. Ward enjoyed a good start and 
assumed the lead early on in his romp 
to the finish. Two-time AMA 125cc 
National Champion: Micky Dymond 








and Kehoe finished second and third, 
respectively, and would join Ward in 
the main. 

"I got a good start and that helped 
a lot," said Ward. ““The track is tough 
now and starts will be important 
throughout the night. It's gonna be 
hard to pass.” 

Kiedrowski matched Ward’s perfor- 
mance in the second heat race and 
notched a solid victory in the third 
heat. Button rode alone in second, 
while multi-time Australian National 
Champion Glen Bell finished third 
aboard a Honda. 

Heat three gave the Kawasaki its 
third win in as many starts, as Mati- 
asevich blazed away with an impressive 
win over Curry, who. later went on to 
win the 125cc final. 

Another pair of Kawasaki riders 
were matched against each other in the 
fourth and final heat. American Eddie 
Warren, who now lives in Japan and 
contests the Japanese National Cham- 
pionship Series, and New Zealand's 
Darryl King battled over the lead 
throughout the race. King eventually 
got the upper hand, while Australian 
Kim Ashkenazi grabbed third. 

The first six-lap semi brought Ward 
and Kiedrowski together for the first 
time, and to the crowd's delight it was 
the veteran Ward who edged out his 
younger teammate. Kiedrowski was 
second, ahead of Button and Kehoe. 

The second semi saw King and 
Warren pick up where they had left 
off in their heat. This time, it was 
Warren who prevailed and scored the 
win. Ashkenazi grabbed third ahead of 
Matiasevich, who crashed hard on the 
first lap. 

Japanese Kenji Suzuki led the last 
chance qualifier from start to finish, 
while Dymond, Brian Manley, Craig 
Dack and Bell battled over the last 
transfer position. Dymond won the 
war for second and advanced to the 
main. 

At the start of the 15-lap main event, 
it was Kiedrowski who led the charge 
through the first turn. Kehoe and 
Dymond gave chase, while Ward was 
stuck in sixth. 

Up front, Kiedrowski set a comfor- 
table pace at the head of the pack, while 
Ward thrilled the crowd while slicing 
through the pack. Ward took over 
second at the halfway-point of the race 
and set his sights on Kiedrowsk1. 

Try as he might, Ward couldn't close 
the gap on the leader and was forced 
to settle for second, ahead of Kehoe, 
Button and Matiasevich. 

“I would have liked to have won, 
but I needed a better start that would 
have given me a chance at the lead," 
said Ward. “I’m still pleased. If I 
couldn't win, I'm glad that my team- 
mate did." 

"It feels great to win," said Kied- 
rowski. “Jeff pushed me hard through 
the race, I’m glad that it turned out 
so good for Kawasaki.” €N

Series point lead by posting third and

first-place finishes over two days of

Indoor Stadium. 

After contesting just one of the first 
three rounds, the six-time AMA Super- 
cross and Motocross Champion was 
not considered a threat for the title, 
but with plans to compete in each of 
the remaining four stops on the tour, 
his chances now look quite good. 

Stanton's Spanish win, combined 
with a third-place finish at the Paris 
Supercross one month earlier, gives 
him 35 points in the series, which 
awards points on the FIM's scale. 

None of the top riders in the points 
battle scored any points at the round, 
as series point leader Belgian Stefan 
Everts crashed during the main event 
on the first day of competition and will 
miss the remainder of the series. 

Under the FIM format, all riders 
must qualify through two stages of 
competition each evening, and the 
Bieffe Suzuki GP star was the clear 
winner of both his heat and his semi 
on the first day, which did not count 
towards series points. 

In Saturday's main event Everts 
suffered a poor start and quickly 
worked his way up to third place 
behind Americans Tallon Vohland 
and Jeremy McGrath, when he got into 
trouble through a severe washboard 
section and. was flung off the track. 
Everts tore ligaments in his ankle and 
was operated on the same evening. 

In the absence of the former 125cc 
World MX Champion, American 
riders took the first nine places each 
evening, with McGrath leading Honda 
to a sweep of the top four positions 
on Saturday. McGrath's winning 
margin was just over seven seconds and 
his teammates Steve Lamson, Stanton

and Buddy Antunez rounded out the 
top four overall. 

On Sunday, it seemed possible that 
McGrath would continue where he left 
off, as he disputed the lead with 
Stanton in the main. McGrath crashed 
late in the race, however, and was 
unable to continue. 


Stanton went on to the win, and 


Vohland eventually got the upper 
hand in a tense battle with Lamson 
to nab the second-place points, 13 
seconds behind Stanton. Yamaha- 
mounted American Doug Dubach 
recovered from a terrible start to finish 
fifth. Only the first seven riders 
completed the full race distance. 





In the four races to date, no less than 
43 riders have shared 59 points-earning 


finishes. CN

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For just $655.50 and some elbow grease, Andy Cottum was able to come up with a dual sport bike for his wife.

f you've got the bucks, it's easy to 

wander on down to your local dealer, 

pick out the dual sport bike of your 
choice, plop down $3000 to $4000 (or 
more!), and ride off on the bike of your 
dreams. 

But is it necessary to spend a lot of 
money for a dual sport bike? Andy 
Cottum of Oxnard, California, didn't 
think so. Cottum is a dual sport rider 
who wanted a bike on which his wife 
could learn to ride. So, he started looking 
around for a used bike. A cheap used 
bike. The cheaper the better. 

Near where he worked, he noticed a 
bike sitting under a tarp. It appeared 
to have been there quite a while. With 
a little detective work, he tracked down 
the owner of the bike. When the owner 
offered to sell it for $50, Andy thought 
why not? If the bike was a true basket 
case, he was only out a few bucks. 

After hauling the bike home, he 
washed it thoroughly and carefully 
inspected it. "It" was a 1980 Honda 
X1 250. 

"After getting some of the accumu- 
lated crud off, the XL didn't look all 
that bad," Cottum said. “It was missing 
a few parts but the basic bike was intact. 
The first thing I did was clean out the 
carb. It was pretty clogged. The tank 
needed cleaning out also. After changing 
the oil, the bike fired right up. That was 
my biggest concern. I didn't want to put 
any money into the bike unless the 
motor was sound." 

The next step was to replace the 
missing parts. Cottum made a list and 
went around to the salvage yards. The 
rear brake assembly was missing, along 
with the pipe. He found a brake 
assembly (and a kill button) for $20 
but could not find a pipe, so he ended 
up buying a new Supertrapp pipe 
($140) from his local store, Cycle Parts 
Plus in Oxnard, along with new PBI 
sprockets ($17 countershaft, $43 rear) 
and RK chain ($30). The front tire 
(remember the 23” tire?) was a new 





















Bridgestone, but the rear tire required 
replacement. Cottum chose an econo 
tire, a Cheng Shin knobby with a new 
tube ($29 and $9, respectively). 

Cottum had a pair of Answer steel 
handlebars in the garage that he had 
won as a door prize at a dual sport event, 
so he installed them along with new 
‘grips. 

For whatever reason, the previous 
owner had cut all the wires in the 
headlight but Cottum was able to match 
up all the wires and splice them. 
Although the rear turn signals were 
intact, he made new aluminum brackets 
and installed XL600 turn signals that 
were occupying space on his workbench. 

The stock taillight assembly was 
broken so a DOT-legal Motion Pro 
enduro taillight was installed ($29). 

The stock front brake and clutch 
cables were replaced by Motion Pro 
cables ($30.50 and $8, respectively). — 

The fork was disassembled and 
completely cleaned. It took a complete 
soaking in lacquer thinner to get all the

sludge out. After the clean fork wasreas- 
sembled, new 10-weight fork oil was 
installed. 

At this point, the basic bike was 
complete. It was up and running at 
a total expense of less than $500, not 
counting the amount of labor Cottum 
had put into the project. Some items 
— such as engine and fork oil — are 
not included in that figure since he 
had those items on hand. 

Since the cost was so low, Cottum 
decided to splurge and update the 
suspension. Progressive Suspension 
15%” O/R shocks ($140) and dual rate 


springs ($50) were bolted to the rear 


and a pair of Progressive fork springs 
($60) were installed. 

The shocks required a bit of filing 
on the lower mount to fit while a 1%” 
PVC spacer had to be fabricated for 
the front fork. The installation instruc- 
tions that came with the shocks clearly 
explained the proper procedure. 

The shocks are slightly longer than 
stock but provide longer travel and 
steepen the head angle slightly, which 
on this bike improves the handling. 

The fork springs were not listed in 
Progressive’s application catalog but 
were recommended by Mike Henderson, 
Progressive. Suspension's application 
engineer. If the XL had more travel, the 
progressive rate springs would have been 
too stiff, but with the limited travel, the 
spring rate is just about right. | 

The superior handling of the new 
suspension was deemed money well 
spent by Cottum. And for a grand total 
of just $655.50 (plus registration fees), 
he had a ready-to-ride dual sport bike. 

While the XL is not "state of the 
art," it is a much easier bike for a 
novice to ride because it is much lower 
to the ground than current model dual 
sport bikes. The eight inches of 
suspension travel 1s just fine for most 
dual sport terrain. After all there aren't 
many whoops on the average dual 
sport ride route. 

Granted, Cottum was lucky to have 
found a bike with a good motor. Many 
bikes that have been lying around 
have been severely thrashed. But there 
are bargains out there and this bike 
proves that it is not neccessary to spend 
a small fortune to have a bike to ride. 

Oh yeah, Andy’s wife Shawn loves 
her “new” dual sport bike. CN

Hrehor wins Treaty City finale

GREENVILLE, OH, NOV. 8 

merican Suzuki’s Czech off-road 

import Jan Hrehor scored his 

first-ever National Enduro overall 
victory at the Treaty City Enduro. The 
28-year-old Hrehor tied with 1991 
National Champion Jeff Russell at 26 
points, but edged him out on tie- 
breaker seconds after Randy Hawkins, 
Hrehor’s teammate and the newly- 
crowned series king, was disqualified. 
Hawkins missed an observation check 
in the second half of the 118.7-mile 
event. ! 

Finishing behind Hrehor and Rus- 
sell were Matt Stavish with 31 points 
and Alan Randt with 32. Jeff Fredette 
rounded out the top five overall. Four- 
time National Champion Terry Cun- 
ningham finished sixth overall with 
36 points and was the top A rider. 

The win gave Hrehor the distinction 
of scoring a rare off-road "''triple 
crown'' for the season. He had already 
won three National Hare Scrambles 
events and a pair Grand National 
Cross Country races earlier in the 
season. Acerbis/MSR/Bieffe/Met- 
zeler/Smith-backed Hrehor said that 
the Greenville event will in all prob- 
ability be his last U.S. National event 
until at least 1994; he was unable to 
secure any factory commitments for 
another season in America, and will 
return to his native Czechoslovakia on 
November 20. 

Hrehor's win came against a 
depleted field. Besides Hawkins' dis- 
qualification, Kelby Pepper suffered 
an engine seizure just after the halfway 
point in the run, as did Kurt Hough. 
Former National Enduro Champion 
Kevin Hines missed the event alto- 
gether after coming down with a bout 
of the flu. 

“The biggest thing about riding in 
this part of the country is that you have 
to pay real careful attention to the 
arrows because there’s so much zig- 


zagging through the woods," said 
Ohio native Russell on Hawkins’ 
disqualification. “Land is pretty scarce 
for this type of event, and the organ- 
izers have to put in a lot of switchbacks 
to get the full 100 miles down. I bet 
Randy got caught up with looking 
ahead and missed a check without even 
knowing it was there.” 

The event was hosted by the Treaty 
City M.C., and attracted nearly 150 off- 
road riders. The weather was partly 
cloudy and cool for most of the run, 
which began at 9:01 a.m. and lasted 
until approximately 3 p.m. The trail 
featured a mixture of tight woods, corn 
fields and creek crossings. Wet weather 
in the days leading up to the event 
meant that the early part of the run 
would include numerous slick sec- 
tions, as damp leaves smothered most 
of the routes. By the afternoon, con- 
ditions were tacky and more forgiving, 
a change evident by the better scores 
in the latter stages. 

“The first section going out in the 
morning was the last section coming 
in, so it was pretty nice," said Cun- 
ningham, who carded the top score of 
two points on the return trip. Cun- 


. ningham had started on the 15th row, 


ahead of all the AA riders. "I was 
getting romped on early because it was 
so slick from the mud and leaves and 
all, lining the trail. I thought 15 would 
be a good number going in, but instead 
it really worked against me. You know, 
the leaves were worse than the mud 


out there! The leaves were blown off 


by the time we got back to the last 
section, and the trail was mostly the 
same at the end, but with some 
different pieces thrown in to make it 
interesting." 

Cunningham's late surge allowed 
him to seal up the High A score on 
the day. The 34-year-old Team Green/ 
Scott/MS Racing/Dunlop/Bel-Ray/ 
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Randy Hawkins had the best score, but missed an observation check and was disqualified. 





EK/Acerbis/Bell/ICO/Renthal- 
backed Ohio native had also won the 
other enduro held in Ohio this season 
in Wellston. 

Jeff Fredette was competing in his 
fourth National enduro of the season, 
and carded a respectable fifth overall. 
The 34-year-old summed his day up: 
"Pretty good, all in all. It was an old 
fashioned enduro with a lot of creeks 
and plenty of tight, nasty woods. It 
really reminded me of the way enduros 
used to be when I first started. I was 
lined up in row 39, which really hurt 
me in the creeks because by the time 
I got there the water was deeper and 
the ruts were deeper. I got stuck a 
couple of times but it was no big deal. 
I've been stuck before and I'm sure I'll 
be stuck again." 

At one point Fredette pulled into a 
check approximately four minutes 
ahead of his scheduled arrival. How- 
ever, a mistake in the check placement 
meant that the check was thrown out. 
Fredette had one more traumatic 
situation on his way to the finish. 

“The real low point was getting 
stuck on the hill right before the end 
of the enduro," said Fredette. “It was 
maybe five miles away from the finish, 
and a lot of riders were stuck there and 
a lot of spectators were milling around. 
I was snafu’d by a mudhole at the 
bottom and by the time I got to it I 
looped it out. I tried another route, 
then another. It took three tries to get 
up, which cost me a couple of minutes 
and a set of handlebars.” 

Alan Randt finished a season-high 
fourth overall. The KTM/Enduro 
Engineering/MS Racing/Sprocket 
Specialists/Arai/Acerbis/ Metzeler/ 
Scott-backed 29-year-old said, ''It 
went reasonably well today. I rode 
well and enjoyed myself, but I kind 
of feel like I could have done better. 
I was on the wrong side of the fence 
a couple times. The trail was getting 
a little sparse at the end with riders 
dropping out, and I got lost two or 
three times in those last sections. I 
would start the next one a little late 
and come out a little late.” 

The enduro was the last for Russell 
as the number one plate holder — “‘At 
least not until '94," kidded Russell 
after the run. Russell did not have the 


kind. of year he had hoped for in 
defending the title; he won just one 
round of the series, but came within 
a few seconds of beating Hrehor for 
this final-round win. 

"I did some dumb things, little 
things that caused the tie-breaker with 
Jan in the first place," said KTM/Fox/ 
Scott/Dunlop/Duralube/EK/ 
Sprocket Specialists/Temp-Guard/ 
Acerbis/FMF/Arai/CTi/Asics- 
sponsored Russell. “I stalled my motor 
in the worst possible sections, and it 
made me five seconds or 10 seconds 
off my minute a few times, which was 
worth three or four points. 

“T guess in the tie-breaker Jan and 
I were only nine seconds apart, but he 
was on nine points and I was on 10 
points," explained Russell. “He just 
made it and I just missed it. And at 
the end I missed a one by two seconds. 
I would have beaten Jan at that point 
because I picked up two points on him 
just before the last section. This just 
about sums up the way my whole 
season went.” CN

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before joining Suzuki for the 1993 season, 
to race their 250 GP contender! 

Unlucky, though? Yes, for after riding 
Schwantz's ‘Big Bang RGV500 at Suzuki's 
Ryuyu test track just a week after the fac- 
tory's new recruit (whom they've traded 
with Cagiva against Chandler for the 1993 
season) Alex Barros scored a dream debut 
victory on the Japanese bike at Sugo, 1 
can't think of any better explanation. 
Having ridden Doohan's should-have- 
been-a-champion NSR500 only days 
beforehand, sampling the Suzuki demon- 
strated how close in ability the two bikes 
are. Of course, Honda got unlucky, too, 
missing out on a title that was rightly 
theirs thanks to the one factor they had no 
control over - the human one.- but at least 
they won seven GPs and the World 
Manufacturers titlé by way of recom- 
pense. Suzuki's solitary GP win was mea- 
ger reward, especially for their superhu- 
man effort to come up with a completely 
redesigned engine in just six weeks after 
hearing Honda apply the Big Bang theory 
to the race track in the first GP at Suzuka - 
the first of HRC’s rival manufacturers to 
do so, and much quicker than eventual 
title Winner Yamaha, who was actually 
the slowest.to respond. Ain't no justice! 

Suzuki had an edge, though - because 
it's since transpired they were actually the 
first manufacturer to experiment with Big 
Bang engine technology, way back in 1978 
and the Barry Sheene era, when they tried 
retiming their square-four RG500 so that 
the cylinders all fired within about 90 
degrees of each other. Three factors dis- 
suaded them from taking the experiment 
any further: one, there was no increase in 
horsepower at a time when outright 
power numbers were the name of the 
game; two, the significantly increased 
vibration caused major component failure; 
and three - possibly most vital of all - they 
only ran the engine on a dyno, never in a 
chassis on the. race track. As Honda so 


 amply demonstrated and their rivals have 


subsequently confirmed, the main benefit 
of the Big Bang engine format is the 
increased rideability and traction it offers, 
rather than any absolute increased engine 
performance at any point in the rev band. 
Suzuki must be kicking themselves they 
never tried the idea in a chassis till now - 
but at least when they heard and saw the 
NSR500 at Suzuka, they knew at once 
what they had to do - quickly! 

The result shows the Big Bang theory 
to be as successful when applied to a 
twin-crank V-four engine like the Suzuki, 
as to a single-crank motor like the Honda - 
even though in the case of the Suzuki 
there's no secondary engine shaft to act as 
a counterbalancer. The lack of a balance

shaft is surprising - paddock gossip had it 
that the Suzuki did have a counterbal- 
ancer for its Big Bang motor, unlike the 
Cagiva and, later, Yamaha versions which 
did without, but considering that Suzuki - 
like the others - created the new-format 
engine by adapting their existing bal- 
ancer-less design, perhaps it's not so sur- 
prising. There isn't a significant amount 
of apparent vibration when you ride the 
bike, only a few extra tingles through the 
handlebars and footrests compared to 
what I've come to expect from riding 
twin-crank V-fours where the contra- 
rotating cranks act to smooth out the 
vibes. Perhaps Suzuki got away with this 
because they admit their chosen firing 
space is wider than the purported 66

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degrees of crankshaft rotation that the 
Honda uses - ‘nearly 90 degrees’, says rac- 
ing department boss Yukio Nakamura. 
Yamaha conversely is understood to have 
used a much narrower firing angle, per- 
haps thus accounting for the vibe-induced 
primary gear failures their Big Bang 
motor suffered from last season, unlike 
the Suzuki on which increased vibration 
really isn't a factor in riding the bike. 
What is a factor is the way the XR78 
version of the RGV500 puts down power 
out of turns with its new-format engine. 
As with the new NSR500, where in the old 
days the power seemed to kick in so much 
more viciously when you cracked the 
throttle open on the exit from a turn, send- 
ing the back wheel scrabbling for grip and 





your heartbeat soaring to stratospheric 
levels, now the Suzuki seems much more 
user-friendly, without in any way sacrific- 
ing performance. On the contrary, for the 
new style of power delivery actually 
improves acceleration, because a weak- 
kneed wimp like me can get on the power 
harder, earlier, so you're exiting the turn 
faster. It's just that all this is accomplished 
with a great deal more control, without 
feeling you're riding on the knife edge of 
disaster all the tine, like with the older, 
more conventional kind of motor. And it 
also means you can short-shift more read- 
ily and get the engine pulling hard out of 
turns in the meaty part of its torque curve 
without gambling on whether you're 
going to be able to control the rear wheel 
when it steps out of line. 

That's not to say it won't still do that, 
though, and I have to admit to frightening 
myself a handful of times on the Suzuki 
when the rear wheel got away from me 
cranked right over in a turn, as I switched 
on the throttle for an early drive away 
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The bank of four 
Mikuni 36mm dual- 
body carburetors is 
set between the two 
banks of cylinders. 
Guillotine power 
valves are controlled 
by a computerized 
link between throttle 
position and engine 
revs. 


from the apex. But this wasn't a function 
of the engine's power delivery so much as 
a strange characteristic of the twin-spar 
chassis’ behavior. It only happened in 
turns where I used a lot of angle, like exit- 
ing the pair of second gear hairpins at 
Ryuyu, or the first chicane. Going off the 
edge of the rear tire on a modern 500 is 
unheard of nowadays, especially for a 
rider of my lesser ability compared to 
Schwantz, and with a 6.00-inch rear rim as 
fitted to the RGV. After the third hefty 
slide, there seemed only one other conclu- 
sion - I'd trashed the production rear 
Michelin fitted for the test, which hadn't 
been man enough for the Suzuki's mam- 
moth power output of ‘over 160 bhp’ at 
the rear wheel, which Suzuki says the bike 
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delivers at a peak 12,500 rpm. Figuring 1 
was pressing my luck by staying out there 
after 20 laps or so of the fairly lengthy 
Ryuyu track, I headed pitwards, only to 
find the rear tire looked - well, not good as 
new, exactly, but certainly in good shape. 
Presumably therefore it must be a suspen- 
sion problem - except that the Suzuki's 
Kayaba setup felt really responsive and 
capable everywhere else, and especially in 
fast sweepers such as abound at Ryuyu, 
where I was gradually able to build up 
corner speed by maintaining momentum 
to an extent that would have seemed 
frankly suicidal on a less well set-up bike. 
So - no explanation, then, but the slides (as 
witnessed by Suzuki staff on the TV moni- 
tors covering the track!) were certainly 
persistent and violent enough to pose a 
worrying query over that aspect of the 
Suzuki's handling. I wonder how many 
of the handful of unforced crashes both 
Chandler and Schwantz suffered this sea- 
son came in a similar situation using the 
outer edge of the tire? I wonder too if this 
is a function of the Big Bang engine, even 
if the Suzuki's traction is so good in every 
other situation? 

One way out of the problem was to 
reduce my corner speed in the tighter 
turns, and haul the bike upright just past 
the apex, so as to get a good, hard early 
drive using the maty part of the tire. The 
Suzuki liked that - and I did too, with the 
front wheel grandstanding in the air in 
any of the bottom three gears, as the RGV 
rocketed away from the turn, with yours 
truly attempting a pale imitation of Kev 
the Rev's acrobatic style trying to steer via 
body English with the front wheel a foot 
off the ground. 

The Suzuki is still the ballet dancer it 
was when I last rode it three years ago, 
but in more restrained mode, perhaps 
because Suzuki is known to have experi- 
mented this season with altered engine 
locations in the twin-spar alloy frame, in 
an effort to improve weight distribution 
and make the bike more predictable and 
controllable, without sacrificing the 
RGV500's notable agility. Having been 
the first to buck the trend of loading up 
the front wheel and moving weight distri- 
bution ever forward by actually locating 
the engine further back in the frame on 
that ‘89 Pepsi bike I rode, Suzuki's latest 
RGV500 seems to have a little more 
weight on the front end than before, per- 
haps indicating that after everyone else 
followed them by moving the weight 
backwards in the chassis, now's the time 
to think again! 

A factor in this must surely be the extra 
mechanical traction obtained from the Big 
Bang engine - after all, if you're putting 
down the power better than ever before, 
thanks to the revised firing order of your 
new-era engine, there isn't the same need 
as before to try to load up the back wheel 
with extra chassis kilos in order to 
improve drive out of turns. What it does 
feel from riding the bike, though, is that 
Suzuki is really trying hard to compact 
the mass on the RGV, so as to reduce the 
polar moment in the interests of more pre- 
dictable handling. It feels quite a lot dif- 
ferent than the Honda to sit on: the RGV 
feels taller, but more compressed, as if the 
center of gravity and center of mass are 
very close to each other, though the height 
may be due to the twin-crank engine lay- 
out, at least in part. . This impression is 
reinforced by the slightly rangy-feeling 
front end - you don't feel you're on top of 
the front wheel so much as on other 500s 
when sitting on the bike, though with .a 
23-degree head angle and 95m trail, the 
steering geometry is fairly conventional. 
But there is less weight on the front wheel 
than on the Honda, and I have to admit 
the Suzuki didn't give the same feeling of 
confidence laying into a turn hard on the 
brakes. However, as against this, it is 
superbly stable around the many fast 
sweepers at Ryuyu: it doesn't wobble or

wave anywhere, even when you get on 
the power early in a fast turn, to the extent 
I eventually summoned up the guts to 
take the fast S-bend just past the pits hard 
on the stop in sixth gear - not a feat I'd 
care to repeat with some other GP race 
bikes I've ridden in the past couple of 
years! And it isn't only when the rear 
wheel's driving hard that the Suzuki is so 
stable: cutting back on the throttle to 
move across the track to take the next one 
in the succession of sweeping curves at 
the far end of the track doesn't unsettle 
the bike, which also handled the bumpy 
inside line on the fourth gear sweeper at 
the end of the main straight really will. 
Definitely a confidence-inspiring bike in 
fast turns, which perhaps explains why 
Schwantz won so convincingly at 
Mugello, a track tailor-made for the swift 
Suzuki. 

Swift it is - for at Hockenheim as well 
as on slower tracks the RGV was 
trapped at effectively the same top speed 


as its Honda rivals, proving that in terms 


of outright power Suzuki are well up to 
pace. The German GP was Kevin's last 
race on the old 180-degree V-four 
engine, in which both pistons in each 
bank of cylinders fire together: he'd tried 
the Big Bang version in practice, but 
couldn't get the chassis setup he wanted 
with it. Chandler used the new motor, 
though, and after that both riders stuck 
with it. 

Converting their existing twin-crank 
motor to the new format probably 
required less work than on the single- 
crank Honda, since Suzuki was presum- 
ably able to realign their pressed up 
crankshafts to re-phase the firing order as 
appropriate, adding a new ND ignition to 
suit. But the overall engine design was 
unchanged, with the banks of cylinders 
set at 70 degrees to each other, represent- 
ing Suzuki's approved compromise 


between compact engine dimensions, 


reed valve area and optimum carbure- 
tion. The bank of Mikuni 36 dual-body 
(or twin-choke) carbs is set between the 
two banks of 57 x 50.7mm five 
transfer/three exhaust port cylinders,

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each of which is fitted with a guillotine 
power valve whose operation is, as is 
now conventional on works Japanese 
500s, controlled by a computerized link 
between throttle position and engine 
revs. The digital ignition is also comput- 
erized, of course, with a different advance 
curve for every gear representing an 


` effective means of traction control as is 


now a commonplace aspect of factory 500 
race technology, and with the curves 
capable of alteration by a programmable 
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EPROM chip, and also linked to the 
power valve operating curve. 

The result of all this is a seamless, but 
very, very potent power delivery which 
starts at 7000 rpm and rises in linear mode 
up to the 12,500 rpm power peak - the 
engine's torque curve feels much flatter 
than the '91 Cagivas, for example, which 
felt like a staircase by comparison. 
Moreover, unlike the Cagiva too, there's a 
worthwhile overrev up to 13,200 rpm 
before the engine stops pulling, a feature 
you can appreciate somewhere like Ryuyu 
not only because the bike seemed rather 
surprisingly slightly undergeared for the 
long, long mainstraight - it tached 13,000- 
plus every lap over the top of the gentle 
rise - but also because it meant I could 
hold the same gear (third) from the first 
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chicane up to thé series of sweeping turns, 
using the overrev to save a couple of 
gearchanges, then employ the engine's 
tractability and excellent midrange to hold 
the same gear all through those turns, 
before exploiting the overrev again for the 
run down to the far hairpin. Having a bike 
that is this torquey, yet obviously doesn't 
lose out on top end speed, is really an 
advantage: Schwantz is a lucky boy. But 
what really impressed was the engine's 
carburetion: it picks up so cleanly at low 
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revs, either thanks to the electronic power- 
jet in the Mikunis, or the powervalve oper- 
ation, or the computerized ignition curve, 
or a combination of all these things and 
some others too! And unlike on the works 
RGV250 GP racer I was riding earlier, the 
500 Suzuki wasn't unsettled by holding a 
constant throttle position round a long 
turn at around 10,000 rpm, where the 
powervalve is presumably just open full - 
the engine doesn't hunt in midrange like 
the smaller bike did. 

What it does do, though, is to provide 
a surprising amount of engine braking - 
presumably like on the Honda, thanks to 
having all the cylinders firing so close 
together. This turned out to be quite:a 
boon - even if it meant approaching the 
two chicanes several times with the back 
wheel hopping about under reverse 
torque, just like on a big V-twin four- 
stroke, all because I was using too many 
revs on the overrun. Before, with a tradi- 
tional-type 500cc V-four two-stroke, that 
wouldn't have mattered, but now with 
the Big Bang engine generation you have 
to ride them like a four-stroke single or 
twin and either make sure you've got the 
revs knocked right back before you hit a 
low gear, or else give the throttle a good 
blip as you hit second or bottom gear! 
Think I'm exaggerating? Wait till you get 
the chance to try it one day, if the Big 
Bang theory ever makes its way to the 
street. And why not? The new generation 
of more user-friendly 500s would make 
superb road rockets in detuned form, and 
of course Suzuki did do precisely that 
with the old RG500 design, which they 
transformed into the greatest two-stroke 
street rod yet marketed. Why not again? 
Dream on... 

The reason the engine braking comes 
in handy is because of the single most dis- 
appointing aspect of the RGV500, which it 
pains me to say - because they're Made in 
Britain! - were the AP carbon brakes. Let's 
straight away refute any charges that I 
don't have any experience of using the 
black brakes, because I do - ever since I 
sampled them for the first time the last 
time I rode the RGV500 Suzuki three 
years ago. But I have to say that, based on 
my test of Schwantz' latest bike, AP's car- 
bon technology seems hardly to have 
developed in the intervening time, where- 
as their Brembo rivals started later and 
now - judging by my experience with 
their carbon products on bikes as diverse 
as Doohan's NSR500 Honda, the works 
Aprilias and Pirovano's BYRD Yamaha 
0۷۸۷01 Superbike - have a much better 
product. Since Brembo actually buys all 
their carbon materials from AP, it's obvi- 
ously not a question of that, but their 
application. The problem with the AP 
brakes is several-fold: they do of course 
provide tremendous stopping power - 
which is the main point of using carbon 
brakes in the first place, together with the 
improved, lighter steering offered by the 
reduced gyroscopic effect - but on the AP 
system this is compromised by several 
drawbacks. For a start, you have to use 
what seems like an inordinately high lever 
pressure, but more serious is the fact that 
the lever action is never the same twice 
running, which makes braking from 
185mph-plus for the two chicanes a major 
piece of amber-gambling, because you 
can't predict to what extent the brakes are 
going to servo themselves into action in 
time. A couple of times the lever came 
back so close to the bars when I first 
squeezed, it felt like the pads had 
knocked-back, but that's obviously impos- 
sible on such a high-tech system as this - 
only that it hardly gives the rider a lot of 
confidence at speeds like these! Does the 
fact that Schwantz doesn't use heat-reten- 
tion shrouds on the carbon brakes have a 
bearing on this? 

But wait - it gets worse! Because there's 
no consistency in the braking force at your 
disposal, you can't predict stopping dis- 





tance accurately, which means you can, 
ahem, go into the Ryuyu chicanes all 
crossed up, trying to get rid of the extra 
speed you were depending on your 
brakes to have eliminated after braking at 
the same point as the lap before, the back 
wheel jumping in the air as you use the 
unexpected degree of engine braking to 
the max to get out of trouble - and then 
the front wheel locks up! 

Fortunately, this happened to me 
while I was upright, straight-lining the 
entry to the chicane - but camera-clicker 
Ohtani-san remains deeply impressed by 
the Doohan-style ‘darkie’ left on the track 
- but from the front tire! Having the front 
brakes servo themselves into full lock-on 
mode is pretty scary, quite apart from the 
very wooden feel you get from them at 
the best of times - you can't really feel 
what the tire is doing under braking. 
Now I'm sure Schwantz and Barros may 
well be able to handle all this where yours 
truly finds it a matter for deep concern, 
but having ridden the NSR500 only two 
days previously and been so impressed 
by the near-ideal response of the Brembo 
carbon brakes fitted to it, I suggest Suzuki 
make some back-to-back tests this winter, 
in which case they may get a surprise. 
And AP needs to do some more develop- 
ment urgently. 

That apart, the RGV500 is a deeply 
impressive motorcycle, one that in all hon- 
esty deserves to have achieved more than 
it did in 1992. Suzuki's version of the Big 
Bang engine concept doesn't have the 
same V-twin feeling as the Honda when 
you ride it - it still feels like a V-4, only a 
little gruffer and tinglier - but it does put 
the power down just as well, and perhaps 
has a little better engine acceleration as 
well - it picks up revs very fast from 10- 
12,000 rpm. Suzuki may not have had the 
luck they deserved in 1992, but for sure 
they're in great shape for a serious attack 
on the World Championship title they 
and Kevin Schwantz covert so much in 
1993. CN

y the '30s, the tall board tracks 

were gone, and with them the 

irreplaceable spectacle of roaring 
packs of eight-valve Harley-Davidsons 
and their fierce opponents, the big- 
flywheeled Indians. Most of the great 
names Jake DeRosier, Shrimp Burns, 
and Ralph Hepburn were dead, 
maimed, in their dotage, or behind the 
wheel of race cars. 

Over on the Pacific Coast, new 
racing was breaking loose, and fresh 
names were evolving, especially in Los 
Angeles. The racing was speedway, the 
volatile import from the cinder tracks 
of England and the convict isle of 
Australia. Two of the new names were 
Jack and Cordy Milne, one a World 
Champion-to-be, the other a future 
bridegroom of the spectacular stripper 
Madame St. Cyr. 

Another yet-unknown was Ed Kretz. 
This Kretz looked like no species of 
motorcycle racer. With his barrel torso 
and meat hook arms, he resembled, 
really, a giant bale of hay. Approp- 
riately, he was in that line of work. 
He was a hay truck driver who every 
morning chauffeured 23 tons of fodder 


‘out of the Imperial Valley into Los 


Angeles. 

He was such a greenhorn to two- 
wheel culture that he'd visited Floyd 
Clymer to barter an outboard off a boat 
for a motor-bike; received a rooking; 
and then, finally, a VLD model Harley. 


Kretz had steered this massive quad- 
ruped to Antelope Valley for the Big 
Bear Run but gotten thrown out. 

Next the sly Milnes and their high- 
strung associate Lammy Lameroux 
decided it was their turn to have some 
fun with this yokel, this musclebound 
bumpkin off a hay wagon. So they 
entered big Kretz in a short track meet 
at tiny Atlantic Stadium. In so claus- 
trophobic an environment, he lum- 
bered like an ungainly rogue elephant. 
But afterward Kretz got the three of 
them in the Targa Florio race at 
Legion Ascot Speedway. 

Seniors residing in Los Angeles still 
remember deadly old Legion Ascot 
sitting up in the Soto Street hills until 
arsonists fired the grandstands. The 
Targa Florio roared through those 
hills. And during a brutal day of 
jumps, falls, and other high-stamina 
steeplechase pursuits, Kretz tho- 
roughly pulverized his fragile, pencil- 
neck tormentors; Cordy Milne got 
lapped. This type of physically gruel- 
ling competition was Kretz’s element, 
until all his violent crash-landings at 
last burst a tire. Even with an emer- 
gency pit stop he still got second, was 
nearly the winner. 

Motorcycling went to bed that night 
knowing some kind of startling new 
star was in its midst. And, over the 
following years and decades, Kretz 
never disappointed, he won four

Langhornes, plus Laconia, Savannah, 
Daytona, and almost all the great long- 
distance classics 1n between. A bully- 
boy charger who abhorred tactics — 
anywhere but first place was no place 
— he remains an utter phenomenon, 
a wonderful racing icon. Yet he has 
left behind no imitators, and even at 
his peak was comparable to nobody 
else. His only influence could have 
been Fred Ham, who wasn't a racer 
at all, but a 210-pound speed cop and 
endurance marvel who in 24 hours in 
1934 rode 1825 consecutive miles 
around the Bonneville Salt Flats 
without getting tired. 

Kretz fought it out against imposing 
fellow gladiators and savage race 
tracks, and of the two, the tracks were 
the more intimidating. Consider Day- 
tona and its inaugural 200 of 1937 
along the Atlantic. This marathon was 
advertised as easy, compared to Savan- 
nah's 200 miles of abrasive sea shells, 


. but when Kretz and the hundred other 


starters got to Daytona they found it 
wasn't a race track, but a dirty trick. 
It was 4.2 miles to the lap, and certain 
especially hairy sections were undulat-

ing pavement over beach sand. What's 
more, the narrow rear straightaway 
pierced a mile corridor of dense foilage 
including bushes as big as a house; one 
burning motorcycle careening into 
this jungle was apt to set the whole 
thing ablaze. A whole city block of 
daredevils shot for the first corner, 
which was harrowing; two dozen of 
them went over the handlebars. Blow- 
ing sand ruptured engines. The tide 
came in before the finish, causing the 
scorers to flee and the race's starter to 


almost go beserk. 


Kretz won by a margin of four miles. 

Then there was Langhorne, out in 
the precincts of eastern Pennsylvania, 
a war theater infamous for its race car 
bloodbaths. Among mile tracks, 
Langhorne was a dangerous oddity, 
because it wasn't oval, but circular. It 
was a ring of oiled, blindingly fast dirt 
surrounded by a sinister wood of green 
trees. And what made Langhorne's 
hot-blooded faithful warm to Kretz was 
that, exactly like the bravest race 
drivers, he immediately maneuvered 
onto Langhorne's outermost fringe, 
up where the race track merged against 
the rampart of dark woods. 

He won in this cauldron four 
different years. Langhorne was his 
favorite. 

Claims got made that if somebody 
could find a way to keep a motorcycle 






alive under Ed Kretz, he would win 
every single race. Fortunately for 
motorcycle racing, nobody could. He 
frequently murdered his mounts — 
loading and unloading those 23 tons 
of hay per day had made him too 
strong. He truly was “Iron Man Kretz.” 

Merkel, Pope, Excelsior and other 
marques were gone from the scene, so 
the winner's fight was largely among 
Harley-Davidson and Indian riders. 
Tom Sifton and Dud Perkins both 
schemed to put Kretz on a factory 
Harley. But the Milwaukee company 
penurious as ever, refused to meet 
Kretzs demand; that whenever he 
broke down while leading — and he 
acknowledged that he was apt to — 
that he still be paid the equivalent of 
first place money. 

Indian optimistically believed that 
its Scout and Chief models were 
capable of withstanding the savaging 
Kretz gave them. A racing Indian in 
full battle dress was a sight to behold, 
weighing hundreds and hundreds of 
pounds with primitive girder suspen- 
sion, hand-shifter, and cast iron rear 
drum brake. Better than half a century 








ago at Oakland, Kretz took one of these 
flathead anachronisms around the 
looming mile in under 48 seconds. 

He still destroyed Indians. A prob- 
lem was that his reservoir of stamina 
and physical fitness allowed him to lap 
faster as a race progressed, just while 
the machine under him was weaken- 
ing. He blew a piston out of his 1937 
Daytona winner as he was accepting 
the checkered flag. 

Kretz had a temper. But unlike riders 
who usually do worse in that state, he 
could race at his best while hopping 
mad. This happened at another Targa 
Florio when a stubborn electrical 
short-circuit cost him eight separate 


pit stops, and he railed at his pit crew. 


for all eight of them. At last he rejoined 
the war 19th, still finished sixth, and 
lapped the man who won six times. 
In impossible conditions on the ski 
slope course of Laconia, he plugged 
a carburetor with mud, sacrified 45 
minutes cleansing it, then afterward 
attacked so hard the running boards 
got bludgeoned loose and he was 
forced to fry his boots holding them 
against the overheated engine cases. He 
wasn’t wearing gloves, either. Steadily 
he abraded the epidermis, the dermis, 
and was working on the final layer of 
skin when the spectacle concluded. 
This time he won, and officials had 
to wait four laps for second place to 
arrive. 

Not surprisingly he was a hero to 
all — except, possibly, to his parents 
and 11 older brothers and sisters. Pious 
Seventh-Day Adventists all, motorcycle 
racing to them was a one-way ticket 
to damnation. They later softened this 
view. Kretz, however, an unrepentant 
hedonist, was joyfully beyond redemp- 
tion. The '30s were the era of the 
carousing, hard-drinking motorcycle 
racer, and he was a paragon even by 
that standard. He drank the best of 
them under the table, and once he 
drank so much that he was discovered 
passed out under a tree. Carried to his 
bike anyway, he won again. Then he 
stumbled back and collapsed under the 
same tree. He also was a voracious 
hitter, and in a discussion with some 
marines put three of them to sleep in 
the same fight. 

His career extended across the '30s 
and '40s, but by 1954 he was in his 
middle 40s, or better than twice the 
vintage of the competition. He was 
called a stubborn old fool for entering 
a Triumph in a big-money steeple- 
chase at Carroll Speedway because he 
was expected to have little chance 
against Joe Leonard, Johnny Gibson, 
Tex Luce. He won by a lap. Afterward, 
his faithful admirers said they never 
doubted he would, just that they 
disbelieved. any Triumph could sur- 
vive 100 laps of the Ed Kretz treatment. 
This amounted to his last motorcycle 
race. 

A famously vain man, Kretz began 
effecung a toupee in 1963, when he 
was 53. Today he is an enormous, 
clear-headed 82. There's a Methuse- 
lahn strain to the Kretz clan; his 
mother lived to the great age of 94, 
and one of his sisters 1s scheduled to 
turn 100 this winter. 

The Kretz mystique endures. Some 
seasons back, in company with his son 
Eddie — they behave more like broth- 
ers — Kretz was to be feted for winning 
the very first Daytona. Through a 
coincidence, he appeared in a cerem- 
ony with an old Trimuph which had 
won Gary Nixon — yet another legend 
— the 200 of 1967. Decades before, the 
jinxed Nixon had had England's 
tabloid press jeer him as the “Iron 
Man” because of all the pins knitting 
his often-fractured bones together.

DR350 four-stroke, Glen Martin- 

son put together a strong seven- 
point ride at the Central Coast Motor- 
cycle Association’s Leapin’ Lizard 
Enduro at Ballinger Canyon, just 
edging out Josh Chandler for the 
overall win. 

Chandler tied Cycle Gear/Yoko- 
sponsored Martinson on points, but 
Martinson came out ahead of the 
Honda-mounted rider after the tie- 
breaker seconds were tallied. ISDE 
veteran Jon King rode to third overall, 
one minute off the pace of the top two 
riders. Matt Wallace rode to an impres- 
sive 10-point fourth overall, and was 
the top B rider. 

The event was a part of the district’s 
special series for B and C class riders, 
but also awarded points to those in the 
A division. Though the enduro was 
held much further south than most 
District 36 events, many northern 
California regulars chose to make the 
long trek, and were rewarded with 


relatively moist conditions. Several 


District 37 riders also showed up, 
bringing the total entries to 126. 
Including resets, the three-loop enduro 
was 101 miles long. 

"It's a little bit of a drive for some 
riders, but they only allow two events 
here every year, and we think it 
provides a change of pace from the rest 
of the series," said enduro steward 
"Flyin" Mike Brown. A mixture of 
ridge-top single-track, sandwashes, 
tight canyons and virgin, manzanita- 
lined trails were featured. 

Soon after the start, riders entered 
an emergency check that most of the 
top riders were able to zero. Martinson 
hit the check at a perfect 30 seconds 
into his minute, while Chandler and 
King were each seven seconds off the 
pace. The check served as a check-in 
to the first special test, which was run 
at 24 mph. Martinson, Chandler and 


King each dropped four points at the 


check-out. 


The top riders were all able to zero 
the remainder of the loop, as well as 
the entire second loop. Loop three 
consisted of one long special test, and 
was run through tight, virgin trails on 
private land. Check 12 proved to be 
the decider for Martinson, who came 
in two minutes late. Chandler also 
dropped two points at the check, but 
was 12 seconds off Martinson's pace. 
King hit the check three minutes late. 

The three riders all came into the 
finish one minute late, and Martinson 
was declared the winner after the scores 
were tallied. The club used the U-score 
system, and plaques were handed out 
the same day. 

Professional dirt tracker Ronny 
Brown was running near the top of 
the A class, but burned the final check 
and dropped to 15th overall. Brown 
still earned the. win in the 200cc A 
division, and his father Joe finished 
second ln the Senior A class. 

"I thought the club did a good job," 
said Cliff Ranney, who placed third 
in the Vet B class. “I was afraid to look 
down from the tops of some of those 
ridges; you couldn't see the bottom!" 

Walter Schwartz was the top C class 
rider, with 17 points dropped over the 
first two loops. The C class did not 
ride the third loop. CN

In Old Timer Junior racing action, Frank 
Hamlett took a pair of hard-fought victories 
home for the overall win.

Hamlett zapped Koller for 
the lead, but Koller struck right back. Hamlett 
proved to be the stronger of the two though, 
as he emerged with the lead out of the 
sandwash. Rosenberg was never close enough 
to challenge for second, and came home a 
lonely third. 

Koller's starting prowess once again proved 
lethal as he rolled through the first turn all 
alone. Hamlett was again in second, with 
Rosenberg third. The Carlsbad circuit has a 
way of weeding out the riders that don't train, 
and it began to take its toll on Koller. Hamlett 
jammed past for the lead, and then Rosenberg 
nipped Koller at the finish for second. Hamlett 
took the overall win, followed by Rosenberg, 
and Koller. 

In Old Timer Expert racing action, Craig 
Briehan proved to be the dominant force of 
the day, and took a pair of firsts to the trophy 
stand.

In lap three Fountain fell 
in the first turn, which allowed Beau Boynton 
to take over second. It took just a few seconds 
for Fountain to get his momentum back and 
challenge Boynton, taking back second place 
in the last lap.

Dowd dials in Middleboro MX

John Dowd won three of four Expert motos, 
scoring first and second overall in the 250 and 
125cc Expert classes, respectively, at the New 
England Sports Committee’s MX at 
Middleboro.

Dowd continued to close the gaps 
up as quickly as they opened, and kept the 
pressure on strong. Dowd was particularly fast 
through the infield turns, where at one point, 
the two riders’ tires bumped. 

While Carter and Dowd played cat and 
mouse for the number-one position, Mike 
Tredwell closed in on Dzielak and third place, 
passing him on lap eight. With little more 
than four Japs remaining, Tony Lorusso, who 
had been working his way thought the pack, 
made his move on Dzielak through the infield, 
and throttled past Tredwell off the jump on 
the front straight. 

Dowd continued pushing Carter, who, 
unable to widen the lead, moved first inside 
and then outside, often coming off the jumps 
side by side with the unrelenting Kawasaki. 
Finally, midway through the last lap, Dowd’s 
persistence paid off in the first infield turn, 
where he nosed out Carter from the inside 
to take the lead. Seconds later he took the 
checkered flag. After the race, Dowd confirmed 
that he’d tried everything to get past Carter, 
until he finally got by in the infield turn.

. The following section sent the riders into 
a tough sandy left-hand downhill turn that 
became an uphill turn at the apex of the arc. 
Many riders grabbed a three or five score while 
trying to clean the section, instead of taking 
a sure single dab. 

Instead of a traditional "loop," the 38 riders 
were sent on a course that had sections laid 
out within a few feet of each other in two 
straight lines from the pits, allowing unlim- 
ited spectator access. 

Jeff Willis dominated the Beginner 
Beginner class by dabbing only four times all 
day. Like the upper class, sections one and 
two provided the majority of the day's points. 
Willis was awarded his points in those two 
rigorous sections.
